When- no news had be 0 " from BERGER for over two monthB after 

hie Salzburg Visit/"" him a letter and BERGER promptly 

replied, apologleingJor the delay and stating that his wife had 
died after a long illness in late May 1951. BERGER also indicated 
in his letter that he ha^received an unsatisfactory answer from 
Police Director Richard^ QSHM I n Salzburg* 

r | subsequently suggested a meeting in Graz “For 6 July 1951, 

^combining the meeting v/ith a pre-arranged visit to Cl J 
BERGER and/' r ^ jo t for lunch on that day and BERGER made tho 

following statements: 

a* In view of the negative reply received from BOEHM (photostat of 
BOEHMS letter is forwarded as Attachment 1 to this memorandum), 
BERGER has abandoned for the time being all hopes for reinstate- 
ment in the police as a civil service officer or contract 
employee. He does not intend to comply with BOEHM 1 e suggestion 
that he write a personal letter t o (l Mi ni s t e ri air at) Mbjp^PA MMER , 
explaining in detail his plans for anti-Communis'C operations.' 

b. BERGER declared his willingness to work fox f Salzburg 

organ! zati on H on an agent basis in his sparest ime. BEEGER made 
it clear that he did not expect to got an anti-SARITZER operation 
going^within a few days, but that he was confident that contact 
wl th PaAEIff ZER could be established eventually# Ho stated that he 
had "met in Graz recently, qrt^KOERlTSR (fnu), a retlrod criminal 
police officer who had serve a with the gri po^ in Gr az and_ later 
‘ ^th‘ the~Ge_e_tapo _in_ D.agqnfhxi* where. BERGER was his superior. 

When BERGER mentioned SAITITEEr to KOEREER, he stated that SARIT1ER 
had recently approached two former police officers* living in Graz 
and had offered them employment in East Germany. BERGER expects to 
meet with KOERHER again, who seems to be personally acquainted with 
> the police officers approached by SAEIT2ER* BERGER believes that this 
might be th j_stoxtin£_polnt for an Intelligence operation. 
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BERGER hIbo contacted Julius jBRUSEJER by mail in Vienna "but learned 
that 3RUEKER could not visit him in Styria since he was working on 
a night shift in a Vienna factory in order to support himself and 
his wife who iB cirppled as a consequence of infantile paralysis* 
BERGER deducted from BRUItttER's reply that the latter was not very 
interested in mooting with him, and has abandonod plana for tho 
recruitment of 3EBEKER for tho time being* 

As a replacement for BRUDITXR, 3ER GER intends to re-establish contact 
with hie close friend, *Dr. Othmaf^fBENICSa, former chief of tho Vienna 
Gestapo who was transferred to Berlin in Into 1S44. CUShlCSB was 
SAiTIIZEj^s superior in Vienna and knew him well; he lives at present 
in Vienna III, Sechskruegelgasac 10. After World War II, TBEUTfEE 
was twice tried by the Austrian authorities for Hazi-activitics and 
sentenced to several years in prison. He was released about one 
year ago after having served about two-thirds of his sentence.

BERGER does not expect to get a salary froo/^ V organization . 

until he has built up an intelligence operation on a 'firm basis.

BERGER explained that lie never had th^ o1, ^ + ®«t 
intention of concealing hi3 knowledge of MUELLER but when Jisked 
him in Salzburg whether he knew a Gestapo officer .in Vienna named MUELLER, 
he did not asfipciate this MUELLER with General MUELLER in Berlin. (It is 
correct that] { w&b not aware of the distinguished position held by 

MUELLER in the ueBtapo when he first put the question to BERGER in Salz- 
burg.) BERGER added that Pranz Josef^fe^BER, former SS Brigaaefuchrer and 
Inspoktcur der Sicherheitswacho und des SDfoYthe Vienna area, a very 
close friend of Heinrich MUELLER was recently re-instated into the Munich 
police. HUBER and MUELLER had come up together from the police ranks and 
remained close friends* BERGER believes that, if anyone, HUBER should be 
in a position to furnish information on Heinrich MU ELLE R . 

. BERGER mentioned again (Baroh)_Guidfli^^fia^(KAS-A-315, para 1, d) through 
/<whom he had met the lawyer, Uapole oi^bYGHARY (MAV-W-3301, para 10). 

, BERGER stated that CQLARD had married shortly after the war and had 
.^.started an import-export business in Vienna. COLARD was recently tried 
• ;in a Vienna court, together with several of his business associates, for 
illegal transactions but was acquitted. BERGER thought that COIARD might ;v 
be able to furnish information on ITapoleon BICHARY and other Soviet agents'. 
. In BERGER 1 o opinion, CQLARD is certainly not a Communist nor a fellow- 
traveller but merely an adventurer, constantly in need of money, who, if . 
he is serving the Soviets, is doing that for financial reasons only.

Ihcre is no doubt that he was a loyal sorvant of the Hitler 
rogiroo and an efficient ,, OcstapiDt M t but it is probably true when ho 
stateo that he served tho Kazis with no more enthusiasm than the 
LOI^uSS-SCHUSCKEIGO regimes, was not animated by the ITazi doctrine," but 
served the German Government out of attachment to the police service in 
which he has spent thirty years.
